WASHINGTON, Jar. 17 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt called on Con- 
gress today to enact limited na- 
tional servjce legislation, without 
quibbling over details. : 

Asserting it is “vital that total 
offense should not slacken,” Roose- 
velt accompanied his own urgent 
request with that of the nation’s 
top military chiefs in which they 
disclosed that: 

1. Army personne! losses suf- 
fered in Europe in the last two 
months have “taxed the replace- 


ment system to the breaking 
point.” 

2. The stepped-up tempo of Pa- 
cific warfare has brought heavy 
damage to naval vessels, “many 
of which will require major re- 
pairs.” The repair load has 
slowed down new construction. 

3. Bight French..diviaions are 
to be put into the field against 
Germany and equipment for 
them as well as to build up re- 
serves is urgently needed, 

4. The Army and Navy will 
need a total of 900,000 inductions 
by June 30. 

May Predicts Prompt Passage. 

Chairman May (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky; of the House Military Com- 
mittee, to whom Roosevelt ad- 
dressed his appeal, predicted the 
legislation will be approved “by 
tomorrow night.” 

“We have discussed it long 
‘ enough,” he said. “It is time now 
to act.” 

In their letters to the President, 
Gen. George C. Marshall and Adm. 
Ernest J. King spoke not only of 
the European theater but also. 
mentioned “the increased inten- 
sity of the operations in the Pa- 
cific” in, urging additional man- 
power legislation. Particularly 
fleet operations in support of the 
Philippine operations, they said, 
have resulted in extensive damage 
to naval vessels requiring major 
repairs.

Seventh Army Hacks at 
Nazi Bridgehead North 
of Strasbourg — Eng- 
‘lish Capture Dutch 
Village.

PARIS, Jan. 17 (AP).—Bayonet- 
wielding Tommies of the British 
Second Army drove today into the 
Dutch village of Dieteren, between 
the Maas (Meuse) and Roer rivers 
23 miles northwest of Aachen, in 
advances of up to 1000 yards in a 
resumption of Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's winter offensive. 

The rested troops crossed the 
little Roode River at two places 
and pushed steadily on over icy 
roads and snow-drifted farmlands 
on the fringe of Germany. The 
attack was aimed at straightening 
the Allied line to the upper Roer, 
whose west bank is held by the 


United States Ninth Army from 
Linnich to Schmidt. 

In Belgium, the Thirtieth Infan- 
try Division of the First Army 
drove to a point within four miles 
of St. Vith, road center in the 
German's’ bilge, while the Seventy- 
fifth Infantry Division captured 
Vielsalm, important Salm _ river 
town which had been entered a 
week ago by units of the EKighty- 
second Infantry Division, 

Inside Germany to the gouth, an 
undisclosed number of enemy 
troops were trapped near captured 
Butzdorf by Third Army tanks. 


Typical Montgomery Barrage. 

The British attack began at 
dawn yesterday with a massive 
artillery barrage — Field Marshal 
Sir Bernard L. Montgomery’s 
trademark—and apparently caught 
the Germans somewhat off guard 
at first. 

The Tommies captured at least 
one bridge over the Roode intact 
as they advanced, ghostly in white 
capes, through a relatively soft 
spot in the German defenses. 
British divisions in the attack 
had not been engaged in the battle 
of the Belgian bulge, now reduced 
to about a fourth of its original 
size. 

The Dutch village of Dieteren 
is two miles from the German 
frontier and six north of Sittard. 

Fog and Sleet. 

The fog which shrouded the at- 
tack of infantry and tanks also 
slowed the progress of the Tom- 
mies, who could hardly see their 
buddies along the assault line. 
Roads were glazed with ice and 
sleet this morning which kept 
them slippery. Underneath all 
were thick German mine fields, 
planted during three months of 
lull. 

German reinforcements came up 
swiftly and mortars were turned

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7 Billions Spent for Liquor 
In 1944, a Record; $40 a Person 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP).— 
A record spending of more than 
seven billion dollars for alcoholic 
beverages in 1944 was estimated 
‘by the Department of Commerce 
yesterday, The amount averages 
about $40 for each person in the 
United States. 

The estimate is one billion dol- 
lars above such spending in 1943. 
‘More than half of the increase 
|was due to higher excise taxes, 
\but the actual quantity of dis- 
tilled spirits consumed was great- 
er than in 1943 and beer-drinking 
reached a record high. 

The public still could not get 
‘all the whisky it wanted in 1944. 
The continuing whisky shortage 
was thought to have been one rea-

EDEN SAYS BRITISH 
SAND SN GREECE 
WON T BE CHANGED 


Asserts Regent Has Free 
Hand and London Has 
Made No Promises to 
Premier or King. 


LONDON, Jan. 17 (AP).—For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden told 


the House of Commons today the 
British position in Greece “is not 
varied, has not been varied, and 
will not be varied.” The House 
cheered. 

Under fire from left-wing fac- 
tions, Eden refused to go into 
“wider issues” on the Greek prob- 
lem and promised that Prime Min- 
ister Churchill would make a 
statement on the whole situation 
tomorrow. 

He said Archbishop Damaskinos, 
the Greek regent, had been given 
“a completely free hand” and de- 
clared the -British Government 
had made no promises to Premier 
Gen. Nicholas Plastiras or King 
George II, the Greek monarch, 

War Criminals, 

On the question of war crimi- 
nals, Eden said Britain was stand- 
ing by the Moscow declaration of 
Nov. 1, 1943, which said “Major 
criminals whose offenses had no 
particularly geographical localiza- 
tion would be punished by a joint 
decision of the governments of the 
Allies.” 

Asked if there had been any 
“fundamental difference of opin- 
ion” between the war crimes com- 
mission and the British Govern- 
ment, Eden replied “No sir.” 

He outlined Britain’s policy on 
these varied issues: 

Italy—The Italian government 
has “no right” to expect the re- 
turn of colonies; the question of 
pre-war Italian possessions in 
Libya and Tripoli is “a matter for 
consideration _by the United Na-

ENGINEER DEAD AT THROTTLE 
WHEN TRAINS CRASHED IN UTAH 


Killed by Heart Attack Before 
Mail-Express Hit Passenger, 
Coroner’s Jury Finds. 
OGDEN, Utah, Jan. 17 (AP).~ 
A coroner’s jury ruled today that 
James McDonald, 64-year-old en- 
gineer of the mail-express that 
rammed a passenger train Dec. 31, 
killing 50 persons, died of “sudden 
shock or heart failure just before 

the impact.” 

Lt. Col. Frank B. Queen, pa- 
thologist at the Army’s hospital at 
Brigham, testified that facts are 
“conclusive that the engineer died 
of what is ordinarily called heart 
failure.” McDonald’s body was 
found in the wreckage after the 
second section of the Southern _ Pa- 
cific’s Limited No. 21 plowed into 
the first section on the causeway 
crossing great Salt Lake, west of 
Ogden.

FORMOSA BOMBED 
BY UPWARDS OF 
100 SUPERFORTS 


Fourth Day of Attacks on 
South China Coast by 
Carrier Task Force 
Planes Indicated. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP).— 
Upwards of 100 Superfortresses 
dealt fresh blows to Formosa to- 
day. The strike apparently was 
co-ordinated with carrier plane at- 
tacks against that island and the 
southeast coast of China, 

Planes of Adm, William F. Hal- 
sey’s Third Fleet dealth heavy 
blows along 350 miles of the South 
China coast Saturday, Sunday and 


Monday and the Tokyo radio said 
the raids continued yesterday, the 
fourth straight day of attack by 
the carrier task force planes. For- 
mosa also was hit by the carrier 
planes on Saturday, Sunday and 
Monday. 

The targets of the China-based 
B-293 in their raid on Formosa 
today were military air installa- 
tions in the vicinity of Shinchiku, 
on the northwest coast. The raid- 
ers struck in daylight with “good 
results,” a. War Department com- 
munique reported. 

Sixth Blow at Island. 

The raid was the sixth by the 
China-based bombers against For- 
mosa and the third within the 
last eight days. 

Indicating that the enemy’s de- 
fenses on the island have been 
pounded thoroughly within the last 
few days, the communique report-

CITY NOT EXEMPT 
FROM RESTRICTED 
USE OF ELECTRICITY 


St. Louis will not be exempt 
from the government order re- 
stricting use of electricity for cer- 
tain purposes because it uses both 
hydro- and steam-generated elec- 
tricty, Edward Falck, director of 
the War Production Board's office 
of war utilities, announced today 
in Washington. The order, effec- 
tive Feb, 1, is designed to save 
coal, 

Falck said no exemptions would 
be granted in areas with “mixed 
generation” and he described St. 
Louis as a good example of this, 
as it uses electricity produced in 
both hydro and steam plants. 

The order. virtually eliminating 
use of electricity for outdoor ad- 
vertising and ornamental and dis- 
play lighting, is designed to save 
about two million tons of coal a 
year through, reduction in steam 
generation of electricity. Falck 
estimated electric suppliers 
throughout the conutry will lose 60 
to 80 million dollars in gross 
revenue annually because of the 
order.

and burn its buildings one by one 
after stripping them of all their 
furnishings. 

At night the shivering inhabi- 
tants of fuelless Praga can see 
the fires as the Germans ignite 
what used to be the homes of 


many of their relatives. 

The entire central area of the 
Polish capital, where once 790,000 
people liveu, now lies in ruins. 

All civilian survivors of the 
August rebellion have been re- 
moved by the Germans to Pursz- 
kow and other concentration 
camps in western Poland. The 
dead and gutted city is now inhab- 
ited solely by the ghouls of the 
German army. 

‘' From an advanced observation 
post the other morning, I stared 
out 1000, feet across the frozen 
Vistula while a Polish artillery 
battery lobbed small shells on the 
fortified wrecks of waterfront 
buildings guarded by the enemy.

Navy Firepower 5 Times 1940’s: 


2000 Tons of Steel in 15 Seconds 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP).— 
United States naval firepower— 
the ability to “throw steel’-+has 
been increased to five times its 
July 1, 1940, capacity, while ton- 
nage of combatant ships has been 
tripled. 

Two thousand tons of steel can 
be hurled by guns of the com- 
batant ships, auxiliaries and Coast 
Guard vessels in a 15-second fir- 
ing run, the Navy said today in 
the first disclosure of its punch- 
ing power. That is the equivalent 
of 50 freight car loads of steel, 
and does not include the powder 
used to hurl it. 

Tne Navy explained that be- 
hind its increased firepower lay 
radica]) changes in the aramament 
of modern fighting ships. 

The most modern battleship, 
the Iowa, commissioned in Feb- 
ruary, 1943, packs a wallop 92 per 
cent greater than the pre-Pear] 
Harbor Texas. The Iowa is de- 
scribed as being armed with nine 
16-inch guns in threes, 20 five- 
inch double purpose guns in twin 
mounts, and many smaller anti- 
aircraft guns. The Texas, com- 
missioned in 1914, had 10 14-inch 


rifles in twin mounts, 16 five-inch 
guns and 12 three-inch antiair- 
craft guns. 

The Iowa, in a 15-second firing 
run under normal conditions, can 
fire more than 15 tons of shells. 

The Baltimore, a heavy cruiser 
commissioned in 1943, carries nine 
eight-inch guns in threes, 12 five- 
inch antiaircraft guns in pairs, 
ang numerous smaller antiaircraft 
weapons. It packs 123 per cent 
more firepower than the Pensa- 
cola, commissioned in 1930. 

The light cruiser Denver, com- 
missioned in 1942 with 12 six-inch 
guns, 12 five-inch and many 
smaller antiaircraft guns, could 
outshoot the Omaha before its 
modernization by 110 per cent. 

The. greatest increase in fire- 
power has been shown by de- 
stroyers. The latest “cans,” the 
2200-ton Sumner class, lay down 
a barrage 216 per cent greater 
than the old four-stackers of avis 
such as the Chew.

WITHIN 133 MILES 
UF SILESIA IN 
SWIFT ADVANCE 


German Defenses in Po- 
land Collapse—New 25- 
Mile Gain Above Capi- 

- tal—Krakow Reported 
Taken. 


LONDON, Jan. 17 (AP).—~ 
Russian troops captured bat- 
tered Warsaw today as the 
Germans’ front in Poland col- 
lapsed under three smashing 
offensives one of which car- 
ried to within 15 miles of Ger- 
many itself. 

Warsaw fell with amazing 
swiftness in a pincers push, 
and a third Soviet drive to the 
north toward East Prussia 
broke through Nazi defenses 
for 25 mWes on a 63-mile front, 
Premier Stalin announced. 

In a third order of the day he 
announced capture of Czestochowa, 
only 15 miles from German Silesia, 
to Red forces which have slashed 
110 miles westward in six days 
from the Vistula River bridge- © 
head below Warsaw. 

Krakow Reported Taken. 

The provisional Polish Goverh- 
ment at Lublin—which first dis. 
closed the liberation of Warsaw—~ 
Said the bastion city of Krakow, 


ancient seat of Polish kings, also 
had fallen. 

At Czestochowa, one of the first 
\Polish cities announced as cap- 
tured by the German high com- 
Mand in 1939, the Russians were 
259 miles from Berlin as compared, 
with more than 300 miles from 
the nearest point on the western 
front. The Reds driving west of 
Warsaw stood 290 miles from the 
Reich capital. 

While Warsaw was freed from 
the Germans for the first time in 
more than five years, other Rus- 
sian armies were driving on other 
sections of the 600-mile battlefield 
from the Baltic to the Balkans.

Using Small Tanks.

GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Luzon, Jan. 17 (AP), 
—A small-scale Japanese counter- 
attack slowed the left flank of the 
broad Sixth Army sweep down the 
central Luzon valley, but advance 
units rolling along a ccntral high- 
way already are one-third of the 
way to Manila, still finding only 
token resistance. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur an- 
nounced today the Yanks reached 
Moncada, 32 road miles from Lin- 
gayen Gulf, Monday, but a head- 


quarters spokesman placed the 
deepest point of penetration “along 
the main north-south highway as 
45 highway miles from the gulf 
and 83 from Manila. 

(These mileage figures 
put advance’ units well beyond 
Moncada, perhaps on the ap- 
proaches to the important city of 
Tarlac.) 

Beyond ;Camiling. 

Another tank-led spearhead on 
the west side of the plain was be- 
yond captured Camiling, moving 
south and-east. The southern 
arm of this group was traversing 
a mountain road which joins the 
main highway at Tarlac, about 70 
miles from Manila. 

Field reports said both columns 
were finding nothing stronger 
than an occasional enemy patrol, 
which was quickly dispersed. 

On MacArthur's left flank, how- 
ever, American artillery pounded 
Japanese stubbornly holding 
ridges commanding the only 
north-south road in the Luzon 
‘plain still remaining to the enemy. 

In this sector, south and south- 
west of Rosario, American prog- 
ress towar Pozorrubio was 
slowed Sunday night by a Japa- 
nese counterattack in which small 
tanks were used by the enemy. 
United States artillery broke up 
this counterblow, the first of the 
week-old invasion. They knocked 
out one “tankette,” and tho oth- 
ens withdrew. 


Enemy Well Dug In. 


The Japanese are well dug in 
along foothills of the Benguet 
mountains and are making a stout 
attempt to prevent the Americans 
from securing their left flank. 
Pozorrubio is the key town on a 
highway leading to Baguio, sum- 
mer capital of the Philippines. 

Other Japanese tanks were 
sighted on the right flank of the 
50-mile-wide beachhead, but the 
enemy has been reluctant to risk 
his meager supply of thinly- 
armored tanks against the Ameri- 
can fire power.

center of Magdeburg. 

Other American bombers struck 
at freight traffic at Paderborn and 
transportation objections in North- 
western Germany. 

During the night assault the 
R,. A, F. dropped more than 6000 
tons of high explosives on three 
German synthetic oil plants and 
the railway and industrial center 
of Magdeburg. 

More than 1200 British heavy 
bombers participated in the raids 
—the third successive full-scale 
night assault in a renewed aerial 
offensive against Germany's dwin- 
dling fuel sources, 

Targets included the synthetic 
oil refineries at Zeitz and Wanne- 
Eickel near Leipzig and another 
at Brux in Czechoslovakia. The 
blow at Magdeburg, site of a great 
concentration of important war in- 
dustries, followed two successive 
daylight raids on the city by 
United States bombers, 

Three great explosions shook 
the recently rebuilt installations 
at Brux, which until last night 
had been raided only by Italy- 
based United States Fifteenth Air 
Force bombers. The Brux raid 
represented. a round trip of more 
than 1600 miles for 200 Lancasters 
assigned to that target. 

The Luftwaffe sent up swarms 
of night fighters against the raid- 
ers, which kept German radio 
stations in a turmoil throughout 
the night trying to trace the 
bombers’ paths across the Reich. 

Weather conditions were gener- 
ally good and the bomber crews 
were able to see huge fires blaz- 
ing in the target areas, 

In clearing afternoon skies, R.

STOKES VIEWS PANORAMA 
OF WAR INONE SMALL AREA 


Watches Doughboys, 


Artillery, Armor and 


Air Power Merge in Attack on 
Forest Near Wardin. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES 
Of the Washington Bureau of the 
Post-Dispatch, now representing 
this newspaper on the Western 
Front as an accredited war cor- 
respondent, 


BRAS, Belgium, Jan. 14 (By 
Wireless) (Delayed).—On a front 
extending east of Bastogne to a 
line north and south from Benon- 
champs to Bras was presented 
this Sabbath day a panorama of 
war in all its phases such as is 
rarely seen in a few crowded 
hours within an area five miles 
long and one to two miles wide. 

Infantry, armor®-artillery and 
air forces all took part in the 
spectacie, clearly visible as if 
from a top row seat in a natural 
amphitheater. During the morning 
I watched from a former German 
observation post west of Bras as 
components of-a Yank infantry 
division, supported by antitank 
cannon, slogged forward through 
two feet of snow to attack a 
dense pine forest northeast of 
Wardin, which had held up our 
advance. 

I saw and heard a fierce enemy 
mortar bombardment which 
blasted the exact position the 
doughboys had vacated only min- 
utes before and listened to the 
clatter of their rifles and tommy 
guns after the trees had swallowed 
them up. ! 

Tanks Sweep Into Hamlet. 


I followed them. ‘through the 
grove and came out on the other 
side in time to behold a Sixth 
Armored Division combat team, 
composed of tanks and infantry, 
sweep down the snowclad hillside 
under heavy German gunfire to 
occupy the smoking, burning vil- 
lage of Benonchamps. 

I saw a column of red smoke 
sent up by our artillery to mark 
an aviation target east of the 
hamlet. Five minutes later a flock 
of Thunderbolts poured in and for 
a half hour deluged the target 
with bombs, rockets and machine- 
gun and cannon strafing. 

Next I saw columns of another 
infantry division filing up the 
hillside and disappearing into the 
great evergreen forest northeast 
of Bras. 

On my return I beheld the daily 
blasting of Wardin by German 
88mm. guns, then underwent a 


severe bombardment by  long- 


range Nazi artillery identified as 
170s. Then I made a ghostly 
night drive in a jeep through a 
total blackout relieved only by the 
faint glow of the stars and the 
occasional lightning-like fidshes 
of our own field guns. 
Planes Strike in Relays. 

The second successive day of 
brilliant, miraculous sunshine 
proved to be a paradise for our 
aviation and an inferno for the 
enemy. Early in the morning 
fleets of Thunderbolts began to 
sweep over this area and con- 
tinued their attacks until dark. 

Cub artillery observation planes, 
long grounded, escaped from 
bondage and wheeled aloft by the 
dozen. Later came great convoys 
of twin-engined bombers, resem- 
bling constellations of comets, 
with silvery bodies as nuclei 
streaming the frosty breath of ex- 
haustg for tails. 

Then far above appeared suc- 
cessive armadas of four-engined 
bombers, the vapors from their 
motors tracing ivory arabesques 
on the azure sky. 

You could hear the hoarse 
cough of exploding bombs and the 
sudden frenzied hysteria of the 
German ack-ack batterfes. 

Missourians Take Toll. 

The remarkable sight of the day 
was the military graveyard in 
Bras which a few nights ago was 
subjected to an intense bombard- 
ment by the 128th Field Artillery 
battalion, originating from ele- 
ments of the Missouri National 
‘Guard regiment. Results of this 
operation were seen in some 40 
or 50 crosses bearing the names 
of German dead, mostly from a 
Panzer Grenadier division. 

At the German observation post 
was found the body of a single 
American soldier. There were 
various theories as te how he 
met death there alone. One was 
that he was wounded and carried 
in and there perished. Another, 
and the favored one, was that he 
was taken prisoner and murdered 
by his captors. 

If the last were so, the Germans 
paid dearly for their crime. In 
close: proximity were the corpses 
of nearly a dozen German soldiers. 
Some lay as they fell when Hit, 
with arms thrown out and legs 
twisted in their final agony. 
Others, wounded, had frozen to 
death in a sitting posture.

Busy Leyte Shore Party Re- 
fuses to Send ‘Duck’ Out 
to Craft. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP).— 
A shore party from a Navy attack 
cargo ship was unloading its 
cargo on the Leyte beachhead 
when a small landing boat ap- 
proached.

CHICAGO, Jan. 17 (AP). — A 
plan for voluntary consumer ra- 
tioning of cigarettes today drew 
ae the criticism and approba- 

on. 

Under the proposed system, sug- 
gested by the National Associa- 
tion of Tobacco Distributors, num- 
beréd ration cards will be issued 
by retailers to their regular cus- 
tomers. , 

One group which firmly fa- 
vored the proposal was the Re 
tail Tobacco Dealers of America. 
In opposition, Vincent T. Connor, 
head of United Cigar-Whelan 
Stores’ tobacco department, said 
in New York that such a system 
“is impracticable and can not pos- 
sibly work.” A Union News Co, 
spokesman termed the plan “ridic- 
ulous” and “amfair.” Another ad- 
verse comment came from John 
W. Dargavel, executive secretary 
of the National Association of Re- 
tail Druggists. 

In Louisville, a member of the 
National Association of Tobacco 
Distributors said the plan's, spon- 
sors did no\ expect the system to 
work “100 per cent” but hoped it 
would stop some of the “scram- 
bling” for cigarettes. The Office 
of Price Administration had no 
objection.

The Metropolitan Plan Associa- 
tion, which heard yesterday a se- 
ries of reports on postwar public 
works for the interstate district, 
is preparing to extend its activi- 
ties to foster consummation of 
the numerous plans. 

Its conference, attended by 
about 150 persons at Union Elec- 


for Programs and Co- 


tric Building, adopted unanimous- | 
ly a resolution calling on the coun- | 
ties and the other governmental | 
units in metropolitan St. Louis to 
prepare public works plans and to 
appoint citizen committees to as- 
sist in the preparation. 

It was suggested in the resolu- 
tion that these programs be 
cleared through county and re- 
gional public works ’ committees 
in order to obtain co-ordinated 
effort and support; that the coun- 
ty committees be represented on 
the regional committee for ade- 
quate representation of the coun- 
ties’ interests and needs, and that 
any organizations interested in 
public works be encouraged to co- 
operate and be represented as a 
group on the Regional Public 
Works Committee of the associa- 
tion. 

The association, under the reso- 
lution, will “serve as a clearing 
house of information, co-operation 
and co-ordination to promote 
teamwork for the advancement of 
regional, county and community 
planning, to assure the most sat- 
isfactory public works programs 
for the well-planned future devel- 
opment of this Missouri-lllinois 


metropolitan St. Louis region, 
bringing valuable benefits to all 
its citizens.” 

W. Stuart Symington, president 
of the association, openeau the 
meeting, suggesting that it might 
be a milestone in community 
progress. He urged the whole 
area to “pull together” and get re- 
sults. Walter W. Head, chairman 
of the Regional Public Works 
Committee, presided. 

Col, Elliott’s Suggestions. 

After receiving a long list of 
suggested public works from Har- 
land Bartholomew, city planner, 
which was published yesterday, 
the conference heard an address 
by Col. Malcolm Elliott, division 
engineer for the Army of the 
Upper Mississippi Valley Division. 
Speaking unofficialy, Col Elliott 
said the next logical step in de- 
velopment of the region was crea- 
tion of a body having some govern- 
mental power to carry out the 
regional plan objectives and ad- 
vise with federal agencies dealing 
with the district. .He cited the 
Port of New York Authority as 
an outstanding example of the 
suggested type of public agency. 
As river engineer, he expressed 
belief that the flood menace could 
be eradicated under authorized 
levee projects and the recently 
adopted Missouri River reservoir 
projects when funds become avail- 
able after the war. Parts of the 
metropolitan district, he pointed 
out, are protected only by 
levees which have not been com- 
pleted to final dimensions. 
Another undertaking ready for 
postwar work, he related, is im- 
provement of the Mississippisbe- 
low St. Louis, while efforts are 
still pending to get authority for 
improvements in the Chain of 
Rocks stretch and for deepening 
the Missouri’s channe] from six to 
nine feet. 

Without mentioning the  pro- 
posed Missouri Valley Authority, 
Col, Elliott. said the new Flood 
Control Act, defining national pol- 
icy for navigation and flood con- 
trol, “specifically commands that 
the,interests of the states in over- 
all development of water uses 
shall be recognized in connection 
with the exercise of Federal juris- 
diction over navigation and flood 
control.” In co-operating with the 
proposed Upper Mississippi Valley 
Water Use Council, Col. Elliott 
added, “We hope to give full rec- 


ognition to all other uses of water 
in the future conduct of flood 
control and navigation work.”

Police, who were informed sev- 
eral weeks ago by Frank J. 
O’Riordan, vice president and 
cashier, that there was a discrep- 
ancy in gasoline coupon receipts, 
focused their attention on Jack- 
son, they said, after they learned 
he had made a $400 down pay- 
ment on a home at 1223A Walton 
avenke and had spent about 
$1000 for household and personal 
articles. 


Spending Leads to Arrest. 

hen arrested at his home, 
Jackson at first denied the 
thefts, but later admitted them 
when police pointed out he was 
spending more money than he was 
earning at the bahk. 

Jackson, in a statement to po- 
lice, said he conceived the idea of 
making money by selling gasoline 
coupons last October when he was 
sent to the cash vault in the base- 
ment of the bank by a teller and 
discovered the coupons pasted on 
sheets of paper, packed in card- 
board boxes. He said he took a 
couple of sheets, containing 50 


coupons each, at that time. 


Each time he was sent to the 
vault thereafter, he said, he took 
30 or 40 sheets of stamps. To get 
them out of the bank, he said, he 
hid them in a book vault, adjoin- 
ing \the cash vault. Then, when 
he prepared to leave at quitting 
time, he said, he wrapped the 
sheets of coupons in paper and 
carried them out in his pocket. 

Tells of Sales to Motorists, 

At home, Jackson said, he 
soaked the coupon sheets in wa- 
ter until the cotfpons came free. 
He then dried them and took 
them out to sell to Cole taxicab 
drivers and individual motorists 
he met in the vicinity of Fairfax 
and Finney avenues for 50 cents 
each, 

On several occasions, Jackson 
said, Cole sent Thomas Trotter, 
Negro, who said he lived at 2508 
North Newstead avenue, to Jack- 
son’s home to pick up coupons 
that were needed quickly. Trot- 
ter, who was held as a material 
witness, admitted running the er- 
rands for Cole and added that he 
frequently drove Cole to Jackson's 
home in his automobile.

Courtney H, Hodges advanced to 
within 1000 yards of Petit-Their, 
seven miles west of St. Vith. 

German parachute troops made’ 
a small counterattack north of 
Schoppen, eight miles northeast of 
St. Vith. 

Other First Army forces ad- 
vancd through captured Cherain 
toward Brisy, three miles north-| 
east of Houffalize. High ground | 
overlooking the Salm River valley 
east of Vielsalm was taken. Heavy | 
fighting was in progress at Bo- 
vigny, four miles south of Viel- 
salm. 

Pilots reported many German 
trucks apparently stalled for lack 
of gasoline in the St. Vith-Bitburg 
area. Little German movement by 
road or rail was observed between 
the Bastogne-St. Vith zone and 
the Rhine.

Coming so closely after the re- 
cent recommendations of War Mo- 
bilization Director James F. 
Byrnes and fitting in with sev- 
eral less comprehensive plans now 
under discussion in Congress, it 
is ¢ertain to attract widespread 
and serious attention from vot- 
ers, who may or may not agree 
with Heller's assertion that “it 
appears obvious that Congress is 
operating with hand tools in a 
mechanized age.” 

The most spectacular recom- 
mendation, one that will arouse 
comment inside and outside the 
Capitol is that Senators and Rep- 
‘ resentatives be paid $25,000 a year 
instead of their present $10,000. 
Byrnes, who has had long expe- 
rience as a Representative and 
Senator and also served on the 
Supreme Court bench,, recom- 
mended an increase to $15,000, 
promptly after the removal of 
wartime wage controls. Most 
Congressmen would settle for 
$12,000 and a pension. 

The $25,000 salary item, which 
appeared thirteenth on the list of 
14 points, and which is not likely 
to be approved either by Congress 
or the voters, is only a part of the 
closely integrated program. 


Urges Study of Whole. 


Heller asks -his readers to judge 
the inter-related recommendations 
as a whole and not to emphasize 
two or three points for approval 
or criticism. 

The other 13 recommendations: 
- 1. Each House should reorgan- 
{ze its committee structure 60 
that: (a) each would have ap- 
proximately 15 standing commit- 
tees instead of the present 33 in 
the Senate and 48 in the House; 
(b) congressional administrative 
matters should be entrusted to 
joint committees, and (c) both 
houses should have equivalent 
committees so far as practicable. 

Byrnes would reduce the num- 
ber of committees in each house 
to 10, and in any event, not more 
than 12. 

2 Each house should establish 
a majority policy committee, com- 
posed of the chairman of each 
major standing committee and 
headed by the majority leader, 
and a minority policy committee, 
composed of ranking minority 
members. The majority policy 
committees would co-ordinate all 
work of the standing committees 
of each house. 

According to Heller, the major- 
ity and minority committees 
“could furnish an effective mech- 
anism for the exercise of party 
leadership and a focus for party 
responsibility and accountability.

Editors Urge Churches to Back 


Freedom of Press 


Proposal Made That Denominations Support 
‘Simple World Organization Based on 
Continuing Consultation.’

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CLEVELAND, Jan, 17 (AP). 


DITORS of two Protestant church publications asked the Inter- 
denominational Peace Conference today to include in its world 
affairs platform support of an international free press and “a 


simple world organization based on continuing consultation.” 


The conference, called by a 
commission of the Federal Council 
of Churches, is attended by more 
than 500 delegates, representing 
most of the Protestant denomina- 
tions in the United States. 

Homer W. King of Fort Wayne, 
Ind., editor of the Protestant 
Voice, said: 

“A bold affirmation that this 
conference favors guarantees of 
international freedom of the 
press and free interchanges of in- 
formation along the lines advo- 
cated by Kent Cooper, executive 
director of the Associated Press, 
should be written into any state- 
ment from this group to the pro- 
testant faiths of America. 

“Intrigue breeds in dark cor- 
ners, religious liberty prospers in 
about the same ratio that freedom 
of the press prevails, The church- 
es have a stake in establishing and 
preserving freedom of speech and 
the press.” 


World Peace Organization. 


Charles C. Morrison of Chicago, 
editor of the Christian Century, 
said in an interview that he fa- 
vored “simplification of; the con- 
stitution of a world organization, 
even to the point of eliminating 
many of the legal and binding 
features of the Dumbarton Oaks 
document.” 

Problems of policing Germany 
and Japan after the war, should 
be omitted from the United Na- 
tions world security plans, and left 
to “the victor nations on a treaty 
basis for postwar action,” asserted 
Morrison, adding: 

“As I see it, the Dumbarton 
Oaks structure is virtually a mili- 
tary alliance oriented toward the 
possibility of a menace for Ger- 
many and Japan. I believe this 
orientation vitiates the proposal. 

“I would favor a league whose 
essential principle is reduced to

Morrison called for addition “to 
our demand for unconditional] sur- 
render a statement of the pro- 
gram we will follow after the 
surrender.” . 


Dismemberment Opposed. 


Advocating “self-government for 
all dependent peoples,” but op- 
posing dismemberment of Ger- 
many, a list of recommendations 
for a church platform was intro- 
duced last night. 

Recommended for “the struc- 
ture of a world organization,” 
were these principles: 

“Eventual self-government for 
all dependent peoples; 

“Access to economic and secur-

Estimated Cost. 


Heller, at a dinner given by the 
National Planning—Association to 
a group of Washington newspa- 
per men and Government officials, 
emphasized that the total addition- 
al annual cost of all the recom- 
mendations in his report would be 
between 15 and 20 million dollars. 

In 1940 expenditures for the 
purely legislative functions of 
Congressmen were only one cent 
of every seven dollars’ spent 
by the Federal Gowernment, he 
pointed out, and this proved that 
for years Congress has not been 
adequately equipped to handle the 
increasing perplexity of our na- 
tional economy. He compared 
Congress with a board of direc- 
tors of a commercial enterprise 
and noted that business men do 
not usually hesitate to allot ade- 
quate funds for managements.

ulation and draft of 12 million 
men and women.” 

A report by Dr. Charles J. 
Turck, president of MacdAlester 
College, St. Paul, said “isolation- 
ism may experience a rebirth in 
the United States after the war,” 
and as a precautionary program 
urged churches to: 

“Expand their program of mis- 
sionary education to include an 
active interest in’ world politics;

ARMY SAYS NAZIS 
KILLED. 6 GERMANS 
IN CAMPS IN U.S. 


War Ditnciiors Condemned 
for Giving Information of 
for Anti-Nazi Views. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP).— 
Six German prisoners of war have 
been killed and two others forced 
by fellow prisoners to take their 
own lives. in prisoner of war 
camps in this country. The War 
Department, disclosing this yester- 
day, said that with the exception of 
one, the victims were accused of 
turning against Germany by giv- 
ing information to American of- 
ficialg or expressing 
views. 

The penalties were imposed by 
“kangaroo courts” 
and carried out by gangs during 
the night. Some of the victims 
were beaten, others hanged, There 
has been no record of similar in- 
cidents since April, 1944. 

Speedy court martials of sus- 
pects were inaugurated and spe- 
cial protection was provided for 
prisoners who feared they would 
be harmed. Many of the wit- 
nesses at the court martial pro- 
ceedings refused to testify, ap- 
parently in fear of reprisals. 

An illustration of the terrorism 
is provided in the case of Captain 
Tropschuch, a prisoner at Camp 
Concordia, Kansas, who was ostra- 
cized by his comrades after Ges- 
tapo agents found a diary in 
which he had written his dislike 
of Naziism. Tropschuch, the War 
Department said, was called be- 
fore a “court of honor” nemeeee 
of German officers, denounced ‘as 
a traitor and stripped of his offi- 
cer insignia. 

He was hounded and booed by 
other prisoners. Then he was left 
alone in his room with two Ger- 
man officers posted outside. A 
short time later he was found 
hanged, 

A note which he apparently was 
forced to sign said that he had 
voluntarily taken his own life but 
the official medical inquiry at- 
tributed his death to mental and 
perhaps physical coercion,

The letters and telegrams of commendation, he said, 
outnumbered those in opposition by 99 to 1.

The speech represents no over- 
night change in the Michigan Sen- 
ator. Events have pushed him 
gradually to his present position. 
Gradually, too, he has assumed a 
commanding part, comparable to 
the late Wendell Willkie’s, in the 
movement to take the Republican 
party away from the brand of iso- 
lationism which, under Henry 
Cabot Lodge, wrecked the Treaty 
of Versailles in the Senate. He 
had a iarge hand in the drafting 
of the party’s Mackinac Declara- | 
tion and later in the preparation * 
of the Connally Senate resolution 
for world co-operation. 

Vandenberg went further in his 
speech of last week than he had 
ever gone before. 

He said not only that the prin- 
cipal Allied powers should enter 
now into a treaty to demilitarize 
the Axis, but that the President 
should be given instant power to 
act to enforce the treaty. 

“There should be,” he said, “no 
more need to refer any such ac- 
tion back to Congress than that 
Congress should expect to pass 
upon battle plans today.” 

He said that we should “de- 
mand” of the other treaty signa- 
tories, in return, that any “uni- 
lateral decisions” they may rhake 
with respect to the liberated areas 
—and he conceded that some such 
decisions had to be made—should 
be subject to review by the new 
peace league after its establish- 
ment, 

“If Dumbarton Oaks,” he said, 
“should specifically authorize the 
ultimate international organiza- 
tion to review protested injustices 
to the peace itself, it would at 
least partially nullify the argu- 
ment that we are to be asked to 
put a blank-check warrant behind 
a future status quo which is un- 
known to us and which we might 
be unwilling to defend.” 


Tolerant and Realistic. 

The speech did not go so far as 
some of the believers in a strong 
world organization would go.

Blueprint for Congress 


To their abiding interest in the particular 
legislation before Congress, the people seem of 
late to have added an almost equal interest in 
the betterment of its Institutional performance. 

Last week we commented on five excellent 
proposals James F. Byrnes had made for “stream- 
lining” the national legislature. Today Robert 
Heller, a business management engineer, ah- 
nounces 14 points he deems important in 
strengthening a branch of our Federal Govern- 
ment which, he says, “is operating with hand 
tools in a mechanized age.” 

It is significant that a management engineer, 
who has approached the problem of legislative 
organization and procedure just as he would the 
management problems of Big Steel, should have 
arrived at about the same diagnosis and sub- 
stantially the same prescription as stemmed 
from Mr. Byrnes’ experience and judgment after 
a quarter-century on Capitol Hill. 

Mr. Heller’s repert, unanimously adopted by 
the Business Committee of the National 
Planning Association, reflects what might be 
called the engineering approach to government, 
Obviously the fruit of earnest and reflective re- 
search and analysis, it contains some good new 
ideas and more good old ones. 

Like Mr. Byrnes, Mr. Heller urges: the re- 
duction of the number and the reorganization of 
the structure of the committees in both houses; 
the provision of competent committee staff and 
an expanded Legislative Reference Bureau for 
over-all congressional service; giving the in- 
dividual member adequate assistance, to help 
with constituents and other district problems; 
creation of a “congressional cabinet,” to bring 
the executive and legislative branches closer to- 
gether, and the Kefauver proposal of a question

ministrative departments, 

Both think Senators and Representatives 
should be paid more in keeping with the duties 
of their positions. 
a year was the proper figure, but the Heller 
report, declares that the job is worth a salary of 
$25,000, because service in Congress “is the top 
legislative job in the country and should carry 
compensation in line with that of top jobs in 
other fields.” Byrnes’ $15,000 is sounder than 
Heller’s $25,000, because it is likely to arouse 
less opposition among the people. Both would 
put legislators under the Government retirement 
plan. 

The Heller report also calls for alteration in 
the seniority rule for selection of chairmen of 
committees, the adoption of an efficient cloture 
on Senate debate, to check filibusters, and the 
discontinuance of riders unrelated to the major 
purpose of a bill. He calls attention, too, to the 
role of the Congress as a continuous national in- 
quest, and urges “more frequent and organized 
inquiries into basic national affairs’—such, no 
doubt, as the Temporary National Economic 
Committee of 1939-42. 

Perhaps the most interesting Heller proposal 
that Mr. Byrnes had not touched is what the 
former terms “provisional legislation” but is 
more commonly called the econgréssional veto. 
This was the heart of the 1939 bill for the re- 
organization of the executive office of the Presi- 
dent, its essence being that Congress had given 
the President permission to propose to it, with- 
in limits, certain changes in the executive es- 
tablishment. 

If, after such a proposal on his part, neither 
house should object within 60 days, it would go 
into effect. If either house should object, the 
proposal would be dead. As Mr. Heller puts it, 
this device does “enable Congress to avoid 
bogging down over details and yet exert control 
in advance of executive action.” As actually 
employed, there has been no rejection. It is an 
interesting method of using Congress as an 
organ of consent rather than initiation. Unless 
Congress recovers the initiative, it might be even 
more employed. 

The new surge of interest in streamlining Con- 
gress is to us quite an enheartening development, 
if for no other reason than that it shows the 
growing concern on the part of the people that 
the legislative branch better the performance of 
its immensely important task. 
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Unreal and Real Distinctions 
A letter to the Post-Dispatch today expresses 
the opinion that Sewell Avery and Montgomery

turer, not guilty if it is only a distributer. 
Though this distinction will undoubtedly be one 
of the arguments carried up to the Supreme 
Court, we cannot believe it is the real point. 
The real point is that Sewell Avery has made 
Montgomery Ward an instrument for his fanati- 
cal determination to destroy every vestige of ef- 
fectiveness in the War Labor Board. In this time 
of trouble, as nearly everyqne but Mr. Avery 
concedes, the WLB is indispensable, a necessary 
exercise of the Government’s war powers. Sewell 
Avery obviously is not indispensable. Nor, so 
long as his policy governs its conduct, is the 
continued privateness of Montgomery Ward.

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The City Hospital Furor 

Isn't the excitement over City Hospital being 
greatly overdone? It is true that Coroner's 
juries have looked into the death of two per- 
sons who had been patients there—a boy suf- 
fering from acute alcoholism and a baby treated 
for ‘diarrhea—but in neither case was there a 
verdict that found hospital personnel in any way 
culpable. The Coroner’s inquiries were, of 
course, proper, and it is also true that such un- 
fortunate cases may occur with former patients 
of any hospital, public or private. 

Is not the excessive criticism unfair to the in- 
terns, resident physicians, permanent staff and 
visiting staff of the institution? We are con- 
vinced that it is. Interns and residents are 
working under great difficulties, for the hos- 
pital, because of war conditions, is grossly un- 
derstaffed. There are only 53 interns, and there 
should be 105. There are 66 staff doctors, and 
there should be 126. It is inconceivable that 
the interns and residents would resign if the 
criticism continues, as reported in a statement 
by Dr. Leo J. Wade, medical director of the hos- 
pital, but their feelings under the circumstances 
can be understood. Meanwhile, the functioning 
of the hospital under all its handicaps has been 
praised by many private physicians. 

Would it not be well to withhold judgment on 


Mr. Byrnes felt that $15,000 ° 
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the hospital, in the absence of definite evidence? 
It would, but of course no whitewash is called 
for, either, In this connection, a recommenda- 
tion by the Coroner’s jury is in order: Let the 
grand jury investigate medical treatment at city 
institutions. That is part of the grand jury's 
business. In this case, it would be well for it 
to call in a panel of disinterested physicians to 
co-operate in a thorough and scientific check-up. 
Meanwhile, the critics could make a contribution 
by calming down. 
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A Tattered Charter 


Prime Minister Churchill in his remarks to 
Commons on the Atlantic Charter took the same 
tack as did President Roosevelt in his press con- 
ference of Dec, 22—that it was only a statement 
of long-range intentions—but his tone was even 
more defensive than the President's. 

Why is it that the men who proclaimed the 
Charter now show something strangely close to 
resentment when it is brought up? Why have 
they ceased to regard it as what it was—a work- 
ing paper, a plain statement to the world of what 
the two great democracies meant to do? Why 
have they begun to portray it as a laudable but 
only partly attainable perfection? 

The Atlantic Charter is not, as Mr. Churchill 
says, law; but the integrity of the United States 
and Britain was pledged to it, and that ought to 
be sufficient, so sufficient that whether or not 
it was law would be beside the point, 

The bitter truth is that Mr. Churchill and 
Mr. Roosevelt are minimizing the practicality of 
the Atlantic Charter because: our alliance is 
welshing on the Charter’s solemn promises. 

The Charter promised self-determination for 
all peoples, yet governments are being imposed 
upon the peoples of Greece, Italy and Belgium, 
and perhaps upon the Poles. 

The Charter promised equal access to raw 
materials, yet already the scramble has begun 
to tie up oil. 


The Charter promised abstention from aggran- « 


dizement, territorial or otherwise, yet there is 
cause for serious doubt of our intentions with 
respect to air bases. 

The reason the Atlantic Charter has become 
a distasteful subject for discussion is that the 
high moral promises it made to the world are 
embarrassed by the somewhat less than high 
moral practices that have followed. 

Whether we like it or not, the Atlantic Char- 
ter is a vital document, and it will not down. 
The universal rights it enunciates are eternal, 
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Whistle Stop or Aviation Center? 

When Oliver L. Parks, appearing before the 
joint airport users’ conference of the Natiorial 
Aeronautical Association, wanted to present a 
horrible example of municipal delay in facing 
the needs and possibilities of the coming Air 
Age, he could find no better (or worse) case of 
this costly procrastination than his home city, 
St. Louis, 

So Mr. Parks, a member of the Municipal 
Airport Commission, proceeded to enumerate 
this city’s sins of commission and omission in 
that important field. It added up to a miser- 
able showing, as expressed in one sentence: “For 
the last four years, St. Louis has fumbled and 
fussed over airport development, but nothing 
has been done.” 

Mr. Parks also spoke of the need for a State 
aviation code. This is required both for full 
participation in Federal funds and for adequate 
regulation of air traffic. It may have amazed 
citizens to read last week that the new Ozark 
Airlines, Inc., while subject to license inspec- 
tions by the Civil Aeronautics Administration, 
will operate without Federal or State permits. 
The line is wholly intrastate, so no Federal per- 
mit is required, and there is no State licensing 
authority. 

An article in our Mirror of Public Opinion 
today sets forth the case—the absolute neces- 
sity—for Sjate aviation codes, and describes the 
uniform provisions urged for meeting the re- 
sponsibilities of the postwar air developments. 
Missouri is one of 15 states that lack such a 
code. Gov. Donnelly mentioned the matter 
briefly in his message last week, and it should 
have the Legislature’s immediate attention. 

What legislator will introduce the specified 
safety and control regulations, and crusade for 
their adoption? That is to say, what legislator 
wants to do his bit toward preventing this city’s 
becoming a mere whistle stop in aviation? 
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First Step in Planning 

Nothing is more natively American than to 
thrive on rivalries and to batten on competition. 
We like the spirit of competition in sport and in 
business. But in the civie life and planning~for 
the future of the whole Metropolitan St. Louis 
area, on both sides of the river, it now needs to 
be controlled and canalized. We can't compete, 
We must all grow up together. 

The Metropolitan Plan Association took the 
first big step in that direction at a Regional 
Public Works conference yesterday afternoon, 
There was a general review of necessary public 
works by Harland Bartholomew, with emphasis 
on projects that promote community health, 
commerce and comfort. 

But the big purpose of the meeting was to 
establish, in the minds of those who attended 
it, the essential unity of the metropolitan dis- 
trict. An airport in East St. Louis is an asset 
to the whole area. A park in Clayton is an 
asset to the whole area. 

Until there is an all-inclusive master plan em- 
bracing all counties and municipalities, this 
ninth largest urban community in the United 
States will be gambling haphazardly with its 
future. 

MPA can be a great instrument for unified 
planning if citizens’ committees in every com- 
munity will make use of it. The first thing to 
which they should address themselves is the 
need for legislation that sets up planning ma- 
chinery. Both Missouri and Illinois need city 
planning enabling acts; Illinois also needs a 
similar act for counties. MPA needs the statu- 
tory authority that only an interstate compact 
can give it. Under such laws, each county and 
community will yield a little of its own sover- 
eignty to the enrichment of the whole urban 
area, 

The next step is up to the people. Do they 
want to impede progress and compete, or further 
it and co-operate?

What is the present status of state con- 
trol of aviation and why is new legislation 
so necessary? Prior to the present war, 


aviation was in many respects an infant» 


industry with relatively few regulatory 
problems, Although’ some 37 states had 
agencies exercising certain powers with 
respect to aviation, many were of an advis- 
ory or promotional! nature, financed with 
inadequate appropriations, 


It seems clear that our postwar aviation 
problems, greatly magnified by tremendous 
wartime expansion, must be met by ex- 
panded activity on the part of the states. 
It is evident that every state must have an 
aviation agency. The only alternative will 
be for the states to vacate the aviation 
field, leaving it to the exclusive control of 


' the national Government, 


States Need Commissions 


For these reasons and in order to carry 
on the necessary regulatory and develop- 
mental activities, the National Association 
of State Aviation Agencies urges the estab- 
lishment of aeronautics commissions or 
aviation departments in the states where at 
present none exist. These states are: Ari- 
zona, California, Delaware, Florida, In 
ana, Kansas, Mississippi, Missouri, Mon- 
tana, Nevada, New York, North Carolina, 
Oklahoma, Texas and Washington. 


The proposed act for the establishment 
of an aeronautics department would form 
a basis for a future state aeronautical code 
and would contribute toward making state 
legislation uniform throughout the country, 
Its purpose would be to develop and regu- 
late aeronautics within the state by creat- 
ing a state aeronautics commission, with 
a director or commissioner in charge, 


The commission would have general su- 
pervision over aeronautics within the state 
and would be empowered to encourage, 
foster and assist in developing aviation 
generally, and in establishing airports and 
other navigation facilities. It would also 
have power to issue rules and regulations 
and to establish minimum standards neces- 
sary to carry out the act. 


Federal-State Co-operation 


In every way the act is aimed at supple- 
menting rather than supplanting Federal 
regulation, The State Aviation Commis- 
gion and director established by the act 
would be charged with co-operating with 
Federal and local agencies and officials in 
déveloping and regulating aeronautics. 

This is most important, because pending 
Federal legislation dealing with Federal 
aid for airport development appears to be 
based on the concept of Federal-state co- 
operation, Even assuming that the states 
would exercise no economic or safety regu- 
latory authority over aviation and air trans- 
portation, there would still be need for 
state agencies empowered to supervise the 
airport construction program proposed by 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority. 


There is a very clear analogy between the 
development of our national highway sys- 
tem and the proposed national airport plan 
recently publicized by the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration. Both, in effect, are Federal- 
state-loca] public works projects for the 
postwar period and will require large Fed- 
eral grants-in-aid and accompanying ena 


e« 


bling legislation at the Federal and state 
levels to make them effective. ‘ 

State legislation will be required if the 
states are to meet their responsibilities in 
this particular field, both in the immediate 
future and in the years to come when the 
airplane will rival the automobile as a 
popular form of transportation. CAA pre- 
dicts that within 10 years after the war 
there will be 40,000 civilian planes in use. 


A Uniform Airports Act 


To assist state Legislatures to prepare 
for such a period, and to further the devel- 
opment of a national airport plan, the 
National Association of State Aviation 
Officials, with the support of the Council 
of State Governments, is recommending 
the enactment of the Uniform Airports Act 
by all of the states, 


This bill provides that the state govern- 
ments should play a definite part in devel- 
oping airports contemplated in the pro 
posed national] airport plan, in supervising 
and, to a limited extent, regulating those 
airports now in existence, 

The new act provides for the acquisition, 
establishment, construction, maintenance 
and regulation of airports, air navigation 
facilities and airport protection privileges 
by municipalities; provides for the issuance 
of bonds and for levying of taxes for air- 
port purposes; permits the acceptance of 
Federal aid; authorizes joint action by 
municipalities and the state and provides 
for appointment of joint boards or commis- 
aions to construct and regulate airports, 

Another measure, which is a part of 
this over-all program of proposed state 
aviation legislation, is the model Airports 
Zoning Act. This would empower political 
subdivisions to promulgate, administer and 
enforce, under the state police power, air- 
port zoning regulations limiting the height 
of structures and objects, and otherwise 
to regulate the use of property in the 
vicinity of public airporta, 


Experience of Michigan 


In Michigan for some 15 years the gen- 
eral supervision over the design, location, 
construction and operation of all fields has 
been vested with the State. Administration 
by the State Board of Aeronautics has 
worked no hardship on anybody, and it has 
operated for the best interests of all par- 
ties concerned, We live among the people, 
and we are familiar with their capabilities, 
Thus we believe that we are in a better 
position to supervise aviation and airport 
activities than some impersonal bureau 
miles away, operated by remote control. 


Certainly no particular area of govern- 
ment has a monopoly on the control of 
America’s developing Air Age and, by like 
reasoning, no unit of government can evade 
its. responsibility in this field.

Book on Demobilization of Gls 
Falls Short on a Major Aspect 


“Soldier te Civilian,” by George iy Pratt, M. D, 

(Whittlesey rrouse, New York.) 

The third of three important recent books 
on a postwar problem of first-rank im- 
portance—the veteran—does the more tedi- 
ous parts of its work competently, but after 
successful combat with most of the prob 
lems it raises, falls weakly to the knees in 
the real clinches, 

“Soldier to Civilian,” a study of the psy- 
chology of the veteran, follows those two 
superb books—the history, Dixon Wecter’s 
“When Johnny Comes Marching Home” and 
the economic challenge, Willard Waller's 
“The Veteran Comes Back.” It was writ- 
ten by Dr. George Pratt, formerly a pro- 
fessor in the Yale Medical School and now 
a psychiatric examiner at an Army indue- 
tion station, 


The basié truths about adjustment to thea 
Army and to civilian life hereafter, he han- 
dies well. .The soldier at discharge is pri- 
marily what he was before induction, 
psychologically speaking—plus his record 
of adjustment to military life plus his nor- 
mal advance toward maturity. If he enters 
service at the normal stage of maturity for 
his age, he will probably come through’ all 
right. If he goes in with a _ distorted 
psychological anatomy, he will probably be 
discharged in an even worse state. That is 
why induction psychiatric standards are 
constantly rising. 

Some men—the basically stable, but shy 
guys as civilians—find “a home in the 
army.” Others find the possibility of pro- 
motion an easy road to ego-expansion, and 
either ascend it to no damage to their souls, 
or ascend it at an alarming rate and be- 
come potential Fascists. Some enter in 
normal] states of mind, but under dureas of 
combat or sharp violation of accumulated 
concepts of life, go berserk. But it mostly 
depends on their equipment in entering, . 
and whether they are normally developing 
from their first day in the Army. 


Speaking from acquaintance with thou- 
sands of GIs through Army orientation 
work, this reviewer has two complaints 
against Pratt’s book: first, that it is far 
too much an ordinary basic work in psy- 
chiatry, with a contemporary angle; second, 
that hig insistence on orthodoxy resulta in 
almost entirely ignoring what it increas- 
ingly seems to me is the biggest adjustment 
the veteran faces—the loss of comradeship, 
the transfer from a world of complete co- 
operation for surviva] to a world of in- 
tense competition. 

The veteran’s moody contemplation of a 
civilian world can best be understood by 
the civilian if he understands the basic 
thing about military life, which he usually 
doesn't. In military life, getting along with 
every man around you is essential to sur- 
vival, whether in training or in combat. 
The cruel spectacle of a civilian dog-eat-dog 
world has terrific impact on the mind 
grown accustomed to the decencies of 
communal living. 

Weak in the clinches as it is, Pratt has 
provided us with a handy book for under-~ 
standing the veteran’s mind that will cer- 
tainly tbe adequate until someone does a 
better job.

Senior Senator Arthur Vanden- 
berg made on the Senate floor a 
full-length speech that for quality 
has not been heard in that musty 
place for many a day. Junior Sen- 
ator Homer Ferguson drafted and

To call this the result of an un- 
critical attitude would be to miss 
the point. It would be more ac- 
curate-to say that the public has 
always been drawn to Kreisler’s 
playing because of its essential 
tenderness and that it still listens 
for that quality and still hears it. 
If the incidence of faulty in- 
tonation and sleazy tone is greater 
now than ever before the char- 
acteristic spirit and style are still 
unobscured, 

In the performance of last 
night’s program Kreisler was at 
his best in Mozart’s Concerto in 
G Major, written, of course, for 
violin and orchestra. The substi- 
tution of a piano naturally diluted 
the over-all effect but the elegance 
of line and the subtle inflection of 
the phrase which were character- 
istic of the violin part made the 
performance memorable and pe- 
culiarly Kreislerian. The peculiar 
tenderness which he imparted to 
the music was produced by the 
least possible use of purely sen- 
suous sound. Indeed, Kreisler’s 
way of accenting a rhythmical fig- 
ure, of turning a phrase, of re- 
leasing a final note is crisp almost 
to the point of dryness. Yet the 
poignancy of his playing is in- 
escapable. 

Kreisler began his recital with 
the Cesar Franck A Major Sonata 
which was surprisingly refined 
and significant, The latter part of 
his program, during which his 
control slackened considerably, 
was devoted to the usual pretty 
trifles. And as usual the audience 
refused to move until he had 
played several of his familiar en- 
cores. 

His accompanist was the faith- 
ful Carl Lamson. 


Chicago Quartet Opens Chamber 
Music Concert Series. 


The annual series of Chamber 
Music Concerts under the sponsor- 
ship of the Ethical Society of St. 
Louls was openéd last night by 
the Philharmonic String Quartet 
of Chicago before an audience of 
about 400 persons in Sheldon Audi- 
torilum. It was a rewarding, if 
not entirely ingratiating, occasion 
because the ensemble, made up of 
players from the Chicago Sym- 
phony Orchestra, approached the 
music sympathetically and with 
intelligent restraint. 

The program which contained 
works by contemporaries and the 
posthumous quartet movement of 
Schubert could, nevertheless, have 
been categorized as romantic, For 
the Dohnanyi D flat quartet which 
came at the beginning was simply 
an extension of Brahms’ quality 
into the present century. The 
music was broad and lush, rem- 
iniscent of Brahms’ treatment and 
developments .although it was 
composed 11 years after Brahms’ 
death. The middle presto move- 
ment alone indicated any origin- 
ality, but the whole work made 
an attractive appeal on an infre- 
quent hearing. 

A Scherzo by Frederick Stock, 
late conductor of the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra, another un- 
familiar work on the program, 
‘also was steeped in romanticism 
though not without some humor 
both at the opening and the close.

The Doctor 
On Care of 


Servicemen

HE sick or wounded service 

man of the United States is 

given the best opportunities to 
make a complete rehabilitation be- 
fore being returned to duty, or as 
is happening more and more fre- 
quently, to civil life. Over 100,000 
men are participating in recon- 
ditioning in the army hospitals 
alone, 


The reconditioning program is 
divided into four main phases: 
physical, educational, occupational 
and recreational. 


The physical part of the pro- 
gram does not stop at the use of 
medical and surgical methods, of 
treatment. If the man is confined 
to bed but is physically sound in 
most ways, as would be the case 
with one in a cast or treated for a 
leg or arm wound, bed exercises 
are begun as soon as possible, de- 
signed to keep him in good mus 
cular tone. 

x *« * 


AS THE MAN’S strength in- 
creases, and he gets out of bed, 
these exercises are increased grad- 
ually in frequency and amount, 
and supplemented whenever pos- 
sible by games and sports. Of 
course, the use of massage and 
passive exercises are begun at the 
earliést possible moment. 


At the same time recreation, de- 
signed to keep the mind from 
brooding on homesickness and how 
long the war is going to last, is 
intensively stressed, It is unneces- 
sary to dwell on this very much 
for the magazines are full of pic- 
tures of camp shows and ping pong 
games, etc, wherever American 
forces are stationed, But the value 
of them cannot be overemphasized. 
I rather wish some organization 
would start them for the civilian 
population. 

But the value of these is, to my 
mind, really less important than 
the educational and occupational 
features of reconditioning. 

The educational program is pri- 
marily designed to effect orienta- 
tidn to personal problems. If 
you really want to know what a 
soldier or sailor worries about, 
leave your home and family and 
go down in the forests of Missouri 
or Arkansas, tear up your railroad 
ticket and stay there six or eight 
months. You will wonder about 
plenty of things.

THESE PEOPLE HAVE ileft 
life behind them when they were 
pretty young, in the middle of 
their incompleted education. It 
would increase the tragedy of this 
war a billion times if we brought 
back men and women and sent 
them into life with their basio 
education only half over. 

Occupational reconditioning Is 
even more important, Most of us 
have to work with our hands. 
Most of us indeed are not fitted 
for any other kind of work. And 
we cannot leave it to haphazard 
chance to find a suitable occupa- 
tion after the service man has 
been returned to civil surround- 
ings after all that period of life 
when he would be learning a 
skilled trade is over. 

Firing a machine gun or locat- 
ing mines are not professions that 
are going to do him much good in 
the United States in 1950, and 
even the possibilities of naviga- 
tion and aviation are limited. The 
returning service man must be 
ready to exercise the skills of the 
machinist and the artisan that 
will be useful in a new world. 

So mere medical and surgical 
skill are not enough for our pro- 
gram of the reconstruction and re- 
conditioning of the men and wom- 
en who have done our battling. 
Even with all the programs I have 
mentioned it will be a tough row 
they have to hoe and tough on 
those of us who have stayed at 
home too. We must face it in the 
traditional American spirit of re- 
sourcefulness and common sense.

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What Coast Guardsmen Do in St. Louis 


HY St. Louis was chosen as 
W neaaquarters for the largest 
United States Coast Guard 
district in the country is a ques- 
tion which might naturally arise 
in the minds of many a St. Louis 
landlubber. 
What, they might logically ask, 
can the Coast Guard do here? The 
answer is that the several hun- 


dred coast guardsmen and SPARS j 


in the 22-state district of which 
St. Louis is headquarters, protect 
millions of tons of commercial 
shipping as well as thousands of 
newly constructed naval vessels 
which use the inland waterways 
as the shortest and quickest route 
to tidewater. 


Further, they maintain the mod- 
ern aids to river navigation which 
have at last expelled all guesswork 
from the pilots’ jobs on the er- 
ratic Mississippi, Missouri and 
Ohio rivers. The treacherous 
sandbars of which few men knew 
the location a century ago, the 
submerged logs, the shifting rocks 
and other debris—all have been 
charted; and, thanks to the Coast 
Guard, 2200 newly constructed ves- 
sels (including submarines, tank- 
ers, cutters, landing craft and oth- 
er types) have traversed the in- 
land waterways in safety since the 
spring of 1942. 


It was 1874 when the Lighthouse 
Service, since consolidated with 
the Coast Guard, first undertook 
the placing of lights along the 
Western rivers. With hundreds of 
miles of river channels, it was not 
practicable to build lighthouses, 
such as were in use along the 
coasts. Small lights, on inexpen- 
sive structures, sometimes merely 
fastened to trees, were placed at 
some of the more dangerous 
points, and put under the care of 
persons living in the vicinity. A 
Lighthouse Service steamer visit- 
ed these lights periodically, leav- 
ing with the attendant a supply of 


handle them, the Coast Guard hag 
established a number of bases 
throughout the22-state St. Louis 
Distric® geographically, the largest 
in the nation.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 
y ESTERDAY afternoon I had 
#@ very pleasant call from Mrs. 
Charles B. Gilberg, Mrs. L. V.

They passed a number of reso- 
lutions, but as I talked to them I 
gathered they were not entirely 
convinced that the future would 
justify all the things which might 
seem necessary at present.

familiar with the winter climate 
in France, Germany, Holland and 
Belgium, as well as northern 
Italy, must read the daily stories 
of the hard fighting going on in 
all these areas with a very deep 
sense of gratitude to the infan- 
trymen.

"All of 
us know that on every front the 
final victory is never assured un- 
til the infantry marches in.

tion. Soon traffic again moved 
through the narrower passage, 
somewhat slower, but fast enough 
to keep everything on schedule. 

Further, the work of the Coast 
Guard is not limited to wartime. 
It will continue to operate in the 
same manner after the last gun 
has been fired. 

“Tt is the Coast Guard's inten- 
tion,” said the district Coast 
Guard officer in a recent speech, 
“to develop and maintain on the 
western rivers the most efficient 
system of aids to navigation ex- 
istant in any inland waterway.”
